Newark ai target childhood diseases

NEWARK’ — Hepatitis A, measles, 
mumps, rubella, tetanus, and chickenpox 
are several viruses that your child may suf- 
fer from if they do not receive an immu- 
nization shot. Marian Wright Edelman, 
founder and president of the Children’s 
Defense Fund came to Newark on March 
30, to discuss the severity of this ational 
issue with physicians, health practitioners 
and parents. 

After waiting over several years, New 
Jersey is the last of fifty states to come on 
board of the national Vaccines for Children 
program. Itwas created in October 1, 1994 
to help increase childhood immunization 


levels by providing vaccines to certain eli- 
gible n. If your child is enrolled in 
Medicaid, NJ KidCare, does not have any 
health insurance or is of American Indian 
or Alaskan Native ethnicity then he/she is 
eligible to feceive shots at little or no cost. 

Newark has been designated as a 
“pocket of need” district by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. In 1992, 
a retrospéctive survey of first graders 
revealed only 25 percent of the children, 
were fully immunized by age two. In 1997, 
the rate was 63 percent and most recently 
72 percent. 

Dean Mason, of the Centers for Dis- 
ease Contngl and Prevention, was one of 
the workshêp leaders in the day long con- 
ference. He discussed the origin and neces- 


sity of New Jersey's involvement in tend- 
ing to underserved children’s’ healthcare 
needs. “We never want to turn a kid away 
stat “We 
want children ba are poor to have the 
Same access to vaccines as children who 
are well off.” He stated over 76 percent of 
the vaccinations provided to children last 
year were given by the national program. 
Receiving a standing ovation, Mari- 
anne Wright Edelman charged the partici- 
pants to qualify every child into health 
care programs so they don’t have to suffer 
from symptoms such as fevers, rashes, ear 
infections, heart disease, brain damage 
and ultimately death. “The Lord did not 
tell us to give a healthy start to every other 
child,” exclaimed Edelman. She empha- 


sized overcoming political and social barri- 
ers and allotting public policy to reflect 
what,every person would want for their 
very own child. The New Jersey CHIP pro- 
gram may take precedence as the country’s 
leading program if they incorporate an 
additional plan allowing for a 350 percent 
federal poverty level; this enables more 
children to be eligible for health care. Sev- 
eral challenges Edelman presented the 
medical and political community with were 
eliminating a six-month waiting period for 
insurance, simplifying the application form 
to two pages, keeping a work friendly envi- 
ronment, decreasing bureaucratic barriers, 
and developing creative ways to reach par- 
ents and children. 

The leading child care advocate stated 


there are nearly 30 million uninsured 
Americans. The longer it takes to enroll 
these thousands of families into the pro- 
gram the longer they will risk exposure to 
various diseases. The lack of insurance is 
not the only reason for poor child health 
but violence, poor nutrition, racial, ethnic 
and social disparity are also leading factors 
cited by Edelman. 

Edelman was saddened that the Unit- 
ed States, one of the richest and most tech- 
nologically advanced countries in the world 
has so many children unprotected from 
deadly health viruses. She charged the 
audience to do their part in helping the 
families in Newark protect their children 
and ended the day’s conference with a pow- 
erful prayer.

NEW YORK (AP) — Poten- 
tial jurors in the Abner Louima 
brutality case have given written 
answers to questions about race, 
police conduct and civil unrest — 
the first phase of an extensive 
selection process. 

A 47-page questionnaire is 
being used to screen the jury 
pool in the highly publicized, 
racially charged case as it nears 
trial in Brooklyn federal court. 

Officers Justin Volpe, Charles 
Schwarz, Thomas Bruder and 
Thomas Wiese are accused of 
beating Louima, a black Haitian 
immigrant, while transporting 
him to the 70th Precinct station 
in Brooklyn on Aug. 9. 
Authorities also allege that 
Schwarz held down a handcuffed 
Louima while Volpe, believing 
Louima had punched him, 
rammed a stick into his rectum. 

Defense lawyers have argued 
that their clients cannot get a fair 
trial in the city because of 
intense media coverage and com- 
munity outrage in both the 
Louima and Diallo cases.

NEW YORK (AP) — The four 
white police officers who killed 
Amadou Diallo, an unarmed black 
man, in a fusillade of 41 bullets sur- 
rendered to face charges, a source 
told The Associated Press. 

A law enforcement source, who 
spoke on the condition of anonymi- 
ty, told the AP that all four turned 
themselves in for fingerprinting and 
warrant checks.

Financial planning 
and physical health

Maintaining your physical health is one of the most important things that 
you can do to enhance your financial health. The cost of medical care has sky- 
rocketed (even if you have a good health insurance plan). Therefore, doing any- 
thing that you can to minimize your chance of illness is good for your financial 
health. I have been fortunate to have maintained good health through competi- 
tive and recreational sports. I have been a ranked tennis player, triathlete and 
duathlete. In addition, I have completed three marathons and three 500 mile 
charity bike rides. In this column I will share some things that T have leamed 
about maximizing the health of your blood. Next week I will share some ideas 
about exercise and nutrition. Hopefully these two columns will help you stay in 
shape and minimize your health care expenses. 

I have found two health books that are especially insightful. The first is 
“Eat To Win” by Dr. Robert H and the second is “Entering the Zone” 
Barry Sears, PhD. In my experience these books are the best at describing how 
exercise and what we eat affects the health of our bodies and bl 

Obviously everyone’s body is different. I recommend that you consult your 
physician before following any nutrition or exercise program. 


Blood Health 

How do people determine if they are in good shape? I believe that the med- 
ical community has not come up with an adequate answer to this basic question, 
They claim that you are in good shape if you are not sick. In academic terms 
your health is treated like a pass/fail course. How seriously did people take 
pass/fail courses in college? Not that seriously. I think that this is one of the 
major reasons why people don’t take their health seriously. It would probably 
make more sense if people received a health grade of excellent, good or poor. 

‘The two authors that I referenced earlier suggest that one of the best ways 
to determine your health is by examining your blood. Blood is the fuel for your 
body therefore everyone should ask their physician for à “Blood Chemistry Pro- 
file”. It will probably take less than 10 minutes of your time, however it will put 
you on the road to great health. You should not eat ot drink anything for 12 
hours before the Blood Chemistry Profile. This test is one nf the most vawertal 
screening tests for diet related illnesses such as diabetes, gout, liver 
kidney and heart problems. Ideally you should have a Blood Chemistry Profile 
at least once a year 

What should you ask the physician to measure? There are several’ key com- 
ponents that make up blood that are critical in determining whether or not you 
are in shape. However, according to these two books, seven of them will be use- 
ful in determining whether you have an excéllent, good or poor blood chemistry 
profile. It may be helpful to follow the. table below:

Life after being diagnosed 
with the prostate cancer

Once you've been diagnosed with 
Prostate cancer, it is natural to be con- 
cerned about what the future holds for 
you. The most important thing to keep 
in mind is the importance of taking 
sufficient time to allow yourself and 
your loved ones to adjust to the news 
of your condition and to carefully 
research the wide variety of options 
available to you for treatment. 

Since no two people are the same, 
each person’s decision about how to 
treat his condition will be different 
The information presented here is 
intended to prepare you to discuss 
your condition with your physician 
and health professional. The goal of 
this article is to help you to get the 
best possible treatment to improve 
your health and prolong your life 

The treatment of prostate cancer 
is one of the most important commit- 
ments you will ever make. According 
to the American Cancer Society, here 
are a few questions to ask your doctor 


before making any treatment deci- 
sions 
TRENTON — The number of 


people with active tuberculosis in

The treatment 
you choose for prostate cancer should 
be made only after taking into account 
the stage and grade of your caner 
your current state of health, age 
expected life span, and personal pret 
erences 

When considering treatment 
options you and your doctor will also

For older men, the recommended 
choice may be to take no immediate 
active treatment but to “watch and 
wait.” This option is most often rec- 
ommended when the cancer is in a 
very early stage, small and contained 
in one area of the prostate gland and 
expected to grow very slowly 
Because prostate cancer grows so 
slowly, older men with a short life 
expectancy when they are diagnosed 
with the disease may never require 
any treatment. 

In the “watch and wait, 
cancer is regularly and carefully 
observed and monitored. The PSA 
blood test, digital rectal exam every

He talks about his new 
movie “Wild, Wild West” with Kevin 
Kline, due in theaters this spring-and 
shows her a poster of himself and Kline

He also shows pictures of a proto- 
type doll being made of him as James 
West, his character in the movie. “No 
one-no one-has seen this,” he confides. 

And later: “I just wanted to take 
time to say hi to you and just show you 
some love.

signs it or vetoes it.” 

If signed, the measure will add 
both districts to the 28 existing 
special needs districts recognized 
by the state Supreme Court, 
marked by a combination of pover- 
ty and low tax revenues. It would 
increase funding by $12.5 million 
for Plainfield and $1.5 million for 
Neptune over three years 

“This is an opportunity for the 
state to show they are concerned 
about our children,” said Assem- 
blyman Jerry Green of Plainfield, a 
cosponsor of the bill. “So people 
could see we're moving in the 
right direction.” 

Green, a Democrat, said he 
likes to think that “if that many 
islators support it - and the Sen- 
ate passed this 30-0 and we passed 
it 71-5 - then it’s something the 
governor will have to take a hard 
look ai 

Plainfield has all the character- 
istics defined by the Supreme 
Court in its Abbott decisions: high 
property taxes, a largely minority 
population, urban areas and poor 
areas, said David Sciarra of the 
Education Law Center. 

The law center has pursued the 
Abbott vs. Burke litigation result- 
ing in four Abbott deci8ions, and 


filed an unsucce: 


ful petition with 
then-Education Commissioner Leo 
Klagholz against Whitman’s 1996 
funding law. The law center 
appealed to the state Board of Edu- 
cation, which is expected to rule 
by April 9, Sciarra said 

“If the Governor doesn’t sign 
this law, we will continue to pur- 
sue it through the legal process and 
we will take it all the way to the 
Supreme Court until we prevail,” 
he said 

The Plainfield school system 
had been classified as an Abbott 
district in 1990, said Superinten- 
dent Larry Leverett. “And the ĉon- 
ditions that classified it are more 
pronounced today.” 

Most of Plainfield’s 7,300 stu- 
dents are relatively poor, with 
more than three out of five receiv- 
ing free lunch, Leverett said. With 
its dwindling tax base, it has con- 
sistently been among the top 10 
distressed communities identified 
by the state, Leverett noted 

The district can accommodate 
only a fraction of the 750 students 
who would qualify for early child 
hood education. he said. Official 
want to end “social promotion” 
and keep back students academi- 
cally unprepared for the next 
grade, but there’s no money for 
programs to help those students. he

“If we must continue these 
reforms - and they’re a great help 
to the kids —why don’t you pro- 
viding funding for them?” Lakes 
asked of the state 

Education Department 
spokesman Bob DeSando said 
since Plainfield and Neptune aren’t 
Abbott districts, they don’t have to 
implement court-ordered reforms. 

He said the Abbott decision 
applies only to the 28 districts 
identified in the Supreme Court 
Abbott decisions. 

Not so, Sciarra says. “The 
court never suggested that if cur- 
rent data demonstrate that a district 
has met all the criteria it should not 
be added to the list. That’s precise: 
ly what the legislature has done.” 

“The court has recognized this 
is an evolving situation,” Sciarra 
said. Which districts will be 
included the court left to the legis- 
lature and commissioner to make 
ongoing determinations.”
